"Wash- 
ington moved to Mount Vemon when he 
was sixteen with his half-brother, L/aw- 
rence, and until the chill, raw day of 
his death it was Ms home and Alexandria 
was his homo town. He became a mem- 
ber of its council, represented It In the 
houfco of Burgoss^c, endowed its schools, 
ostatlishod its fire department and was 
rraster of its loflgn.

The men who uill form the association 


mrt today in the same Alexandria-Wash- 
ington Lodge room, where Washington oc- 
cupied the master's chair. While no fixed 
plan could be announced prior to the as- 
sembly of all the grand masters, it Js in 
short the purpose of t he lodge to rai^e 
51 000 000 to build and endow the memo- | 
rial The institution will be unique among ' 
the memorials of the world and will per- 
m"t every grand Jurisdiction to honor 
every Mason it esteems to be deserving 
with a l^af ^n Its half of fame, a photo- 
graph and a bioguphy. 


The gathering nf such men of promi- 


nence in the old lodge was Impressive.

At his request in 1791 it 
laid the corner-stone of the District of

MANY HISTORIC RELICS. 


In the halls, crowded with precious me- 


mentoes, his memorial was organized to- 
day. There hangs the old charter granted 
by Edmund Randolph, grand master of 
Masons in Virgin! i, in 17SS. Close by Its 
pendulum cord c u t and its hands point- 
ing to CO minutes -ifter 10 in the evening— 
the hour and the minute of his death— 
stands the 
old bed-chamber clock. No 


money could buy this silent old tale bear- 
er. Nearby in a case ia the little trowel 
ho used in laying the 
capitol corner- 


stone. In another are his wedding gloves, 
his pocket compasses, farm spurs, a piece 
of his tent used at Torktown, his old- 
fashioned medicine scales and an eloquent 
token of his reverence for his mother—a 
little knife she gave to him as a reward

for fifty-six years. 


The •Williams picture, painted from life 


in L794, hangs on another wall. It can- 
not escape the eye, for it is much unlike 
the accepted likenesses of Washington. It 
shows the man in his extreme old age and 
is the only original life picture extant, In 
Masonic regalia. His Masonic apron em- 
broidered in gold with French and Ameri- 
can flags entwined, presented to the lodge 
in 1S12 by his nephew, Lawrence Lewis, 
hangs nearby. 
The only original paint- 


ing of Lord.Fairfax, Washington's early 
patron and friend, is also there. 


The master's chair, occupied by General 


Washington in presiding over the lodge, 
stands in a glass case, from which it Is 
removed only on extraordinary occasions. 
It it 122 years old and was in constant use 
for 117 years. Scores of other things of 
his day, the old chairs and benches of the 
lodge still in use, the front door key of 
the Bastile, presented in 1825 by Lafay- 
ette, which have come from relatives and 
friends, are valued beyond estimate. 


MASONS OF ONE ACCORD.

Trojan Powder Company near Snn Le- 
andro last Thursday morning is being held 
this afternoon, commencing at 2 o'clock, 
in the branch morgxie In this city. Coroner 
C. L. "Tisdale, who will conduct the in- 
quest, has appointed A. TV. Beam, L. B. 
Chandler, John Smith, Thomas Dias, SI. 
C. Peterson, Samuel Hutchins and Edward 
Haas to serve on tho jury. 


MARTINA TO TESTIFY. 


Superintendent M. Martina, who l«ft the 


night of the explosion to go to his parents' 
home in Goldfield, NPV., to recover from 
severe cuts on the head and arms, has re- 
turned to San Lenndro. lie will be called 
upon to give extensive testimony In r*1- 
gard to the operation of the plant, and the 
supposed 
non-explos,ve quiliths of the 


powder in its maldrg. 
Officials of the 


company will be also called upon, as \\ill 


11 the empoye's of the works who es- 
caped injury. 


Soroner Tisdale intends lo conduct a 


strict Investigation in regard lo the ex- 
plosion, owing to the repoits thnt inex- 
perienced men were emplovcd m deli- 
cate parts of the process used in mak- 
ing the explosive, and that the build- 
ings were entirely too close for safety. 


PAY LOW WAGES. 


Inquiry among the men reveals the fact 


that 
the 
company paid extremely low 


wages. 
Lewis, the young San L<\i"'lro 


man who was killed instantly in the mix- 
Ing house, is alleged to have only received 
$1.15 a day for his work, vihile the other 
men's average wage was $2. The girls 
who rolled the paper shells for the ex- 
plosive and did other light work re- 
ceived only $5 a week it is claimed. 


The men who lost their lives in the ex- 


plosion were Chemist Reuben Tharp, John 
Duarte, Lewis Elmer C. Goulding, Alphons 
ZOOB, James McCarthy, Henry Onreat and 
three Chinese.

therefore be represented on the commis- 
sion. It Is to meet once a month and 
will elect a secretary and treasurer eacli 
May. 
tha Mayor acting as chairman ex-

HAVE COMPLETE CHARGE. 


In the ordinance 
passed last 
night 


:he commission Is gi\ en complete charge 
of the planting, trimming and care of all 
trees and flowers In the streets, side- 
walks or public parks, and is authorized 
to offer prizes to both adults and children 
for the best-kept gardens. 
These prizes 


will probably be awarded once or twice 
a year by the commission. 


To assist the commission In execut- 
g Its designs a special tax levy of 


Z cents on the $100, to be known as 
the park, tree and flower fund, was au- 
:horized. On the present assessed valua- 
tion of the city, $2,000,000, this tax will 
give the commission & fund of $400. Any 
person who plants, removes or trims a 
tree or flower in the streets or parks is 
made liable to a flne not exceeding $100

A Secret Aid to Prosecution. 


Patrick Calhoun has laid before the San Francisco Grand Jur 


translations of a series of cipher code communications printed in th 
"personal" column of the Examiner during the period when th 
most sensational of the so-called graft trials were in progress. I 
is not likely that the identity of the senders of these singular mes 
sages will ever be revealed, for the precautions adopted to preven 
detection have apparently closed the door to a solution of the mys 
tery. However, the cryptograms are an interesting study if read in 
connection with the daily record of events during .the period thej 
cover and to which they evidently so closely relate. Probably Wil 
liam J. Burns could tell all about this cryptogramic correspondenc 
if he those. 


The cryptograms carry internal evidence of several things 


which clearly indicate their origin and purpose. They were ap- 
parently messages and orders passing between persons familiar 'with 
every step in the proceedings relating to the graft prosecutions 
They evidence hostility to the defendants and a desire to assist the 
prosecution. Some of the messages carry the note of authority and 
the replies are notifications of obedience. 


Some of the messages plainly refer to persons called to sit in 


the graft cases—giving notice to somebody to keep this or that 
man on the jury and get rid of others. Three jurors who held out 
for conviction in different trials are referred to as desirable men 
to keep. Their subsequent action showed the information conveyed 
in this secret and furtive manner was absolutely correct. The men 
were accepted $s jurymen and did stand out for conviction. 


One is naturally puzzled to explain \\hy information so im- 


portant should have been transmitted in such a roundabout manner. 
Possibly there were persons communicating with each other who 
did not wish, for some reason or other, to hold any personal inter- 
course \vith or be, apparently, in any connection with one another. 
Men may have been signaling to each other who did not even meet 
or pretend to have any interest or purpose in common. Then, it is 
not improbable that some secret agency or organization was taking 
a hand in the graft prosecution and help.ing the prosecution while 
avoiding all semblance.of doing so. 


In any event, the cryptograms open a wide field for speculation. 


They explain some things, but they bring up other mjsteries for 
solution. They are part of the unwritten history of a drama of in- 
trigue, chicane and espionage that never yet had its counterpart in 
the United States.

Oakland has some of the finest school buildings in the United 


States. They are handsome and imposing when viewed from the 
outside, and their interior finish and arrangement heighten the ad- 
miration excited by the exterior aspect. The people of this city are 
justly proud of them, for they favorably impress every visitor who 
sees them. 


But unfortunately the grounds surrounding the^e fine school 


.buildings are wholly out of keeping with the structures. For the 
most part the grounds afre unkempt and inartistically arranged. The 
lawns and shrubbery are shabby and ill-cared for. Xo skill and little 
interest is displayed in cultivating and arranging the flower beds 
and grass plats. The effect is incongruous and disappointing to 
'.the eye. 


It is said that the peacock struts and spreads his plumage 


.proudly till he looks at his feet. The moment his eyes fall on his 
.ungainly pedal extremities his feathers sheathe and droop and he 
'slinks away humbled and crestfallen. The ugliness of his feet takes 
all the glory out of the splendor of his gorgeous tail, his pride falls 
and he feels like hiding himself away from sight. 


That is about the way the people of Oakland feel when their 


eyes drop from the magnificent school buildings they have erected 
as temples of education to the scrawny shrubs and untended 
grounds in which they are set. They feel ashamed for themselves 
and for the city. 


\Yhy is so little attention paid to the-grounds around our school 


houses? \Yho is responsible for their neglected and shabby appear- 
ance? Why is comparison in this respect with Berkeley and Ala- 
rneda so unfavorable to Oakland? 
In Alamcda and Berkeley the 


schoolhouses are set in green, vv ell-trimmed lawns gay with flowers 
and beautiful shrubs, but in Oakland the gardening on the school 
grounds is of the old "deestrict skule" order—no order, no care and 
no regard for artistic effects. 
Can't things be bettered in this re- 


. spect? The expense will not be great, and the change will add 


enormously to the looks of the city. Here's a chance for the Out- 
door Art League to do a little missionary work.

No effects were -noticed at the time, 
said Father Searle in discussing the 
matter, "and in the case of Halley's 
comet we may only be able to detect 
its gases by scientific instruments." 


"The comet was first detected by 
Dr. Wolf of Heidelberg, who got It on 
a photograph, but did not see It. When 
once found It is comparatively easy to 
tell when it cornea to perihelion.

made the calculation that it would 
arrive in perihelion April 18th, 19.692 
Greenwich mean time. Th« Pacific 
Coast time is about 8 o'clock in the 
evening, April 19th. It will be Been 
in the moraine sky about the middle 
of April before

then be coming pretty straight toward 
the earth at the rate of about forty- 
five miles a second, both the comet 
and the earth coming toward each 
other.

He takes the stand that the Interests 
of the women students are widely dif- 
ferent from those of the men. and re- 
marks ironically thr.t "none of the men 
would be s-o presumptuous as to demand 
a voice in the regulation of the women's 
Jinks, the regatta or basketball games. 


REPLY TO MISS OGDEN. 


Hall's editorial is a reply to one print- 
ed in his paper yesterday, when Mi's 
Marguerite Ogden, daughter of Judge 
Ogden of Oakland, a member of the 
Delta Delta Delta sorority, editor of the 
California Storv Book, and one of the 
most prominent women of the umversit". 
assumed the editorship of the student 
daily in conformance with the custom of 
the annual Won en's Day at tho univer- 
sity. 
Miss Ogden endorsed the plan for a 
radical readjustment of tho relations be- 
tween the women scudents and the gov- 
erning body, to be effected by a-nend- 
ments to the constitution. Miss Ogrden's 
editorial appeared simultaneously with 
an article in the women's day California 
Occident, written by Miss Marv Ada 
Pence, a prominent senior, having the 
same general pilrport. and 
demanding 
specincallv that two women representa- 
tives be Included in the governing com- 
mittee of 
the student body, known as 
the executive committee. 
Hall is a member of several honor so- 
cieties and is one of the leaders In stu- 
dent affairs. His editorial is in part as 
follows: 


HALL'S EDITORIAL. 


"Our present svstem of student gov- 
ernment, while perhaps not ideal, Is the 
best that could oe devised for a co-ed- 
ucatloral institution 
It recognizes the 
fact tnat while in a general way the in- 
terests of the men and women are tha 
same, yet the activities of the two great 
divisions of the student body are so wide- 
ly different that they must bo directed 
bv distinct organizations. 
Tne women 
receive the benefits of the A S U. C. and I 
bear none of its burdens other than -the 
regular assessment 
And for this they 
not only get the same privileges as the 
men, but obtain membersntp in the A 
W S. as well. A fifth of every assess- 
ment paid bv women students is given 
over to the financial support of their own 
organization. 
"We believe that the present system 
is far more logical than the one proposed. 
The principal function of the tx-cutivol 
committee is the direction of athletics, 
concerr-intr which nine women cut of ten 
are so piofusely igiorant that the juJg- 
ir.ent ol tneir members on the commit- 
tee in regard to it w^uld be worse than 
valueless. 
The men know just as Ilttlo 
about the affairs in which tho women are 
interested, and surely none of them would 
be so presumptuous as to demand a voice 
in tlje regulatior of the women's jinks, 
regatta or basketball stance. This dif- 
ference in interests, and the consequent 
inccmpetency of men or women to direct 
the affairs of the other make the pro- 
posed charge highly undesirable. 
We 
are sure that it will ne\er find favor 
with the men. and we doubt whether it 
would even receive the endorsement of 
the majority of the women. We do not 
impute the loyalty of the women, nor do 
we dispute the fact that they are the in- 
telligent equals of the men, but we hold 
that from the nature of things the pres- 
ence of women on the executive com- 
.^rmttee would be an anomaly and a back- 
ward rather than a forward step."

HALL'S EDITORIAL. 


"Our present system of student gov- 
ernment, while perhaps nDt ideal, is the 
best that could oe devised for a co-ed- 
ucatioral institution. It recognizes the 
fact that while in a general way the in- 
terests of the men and women are the 
same, yet the activities of the two preat 
divisions of the student body are so -wide- 
ly different that they must bo directed 
by distinct organizations. 
Tne wom^n 
receive the benefits of the A. S. U C. and 
bear none of its burdens other than the 
regular assessment. 
And for this th^y 
not only get the same privileges ae the 
men. 
but obtain memberentr in Tho A. 
\V. S. as well. A fifth of every assess- 
ment paid" bj women students is given 
over to the financial support of their own 
organization. 
"We believe that the present system 
is far more lotjiral than the one proposed. 
The principal function of the executive | 
committee is tho direction of athletics, j 
concerrinq1 which nine women cut of ton 
i 
are sc piofuscly ignorant that the juJg- 
ir.ent ^l fieir members on the commit- . 
tee in regard to it would be worse than 
valueless. 
The men know just as little 
shout the affairs in -which the wnmen are 
interested, and surely none of them would 
be so presumptuous as to demand a voice 
In tlje regulation of the women's jinks, 
regatta or basketball games. 
Thus dif- 
ference in interests, and the consequent 
inccmpetency of men or women to direr.t 
the affairs of the other make tha pro- 
posed charge hlg-hly undesirable

motion of his counsel. Attorneys Thomas 
Boiler, and Lewis F. Byington, with the 
consent of the district attorney. 


Tread-well, who has been living on his 


ranch In Alameda countv almost exclu- 
sively since the failure of the bank, has 
twice been tried on charges of embexzle- 
ment, and on each occasion acquitted. 
Four true bills were returned against him 
by the grand Jury, and the two strongest 
cases were picked by the district attorney 
for trial. The cases which were dis- 
missed this morning involved the alleged 
purloining of (62,500. 
The Indictments 


were returned on December 80, 1908, and 
charged the embezzlement on September 
4. 1908, of 145,000, and on October 8, 1908, 
of (17,500. 


In making their motion counsel gave It 


a* their opinion that there was no evi- 
dence which would Justify the .prosecu- 
tion in going to trial. Assistant District 
Attorney Brennan agreed In this matter, 
and Judge Cabanlss stated that as tha 
district attorney was presumed to do his 


duty, and as supposedly the two stronr 
est cases had already been brought 
trial, he would grant the motion. 


This ends the prosecutions growing ot 


of the failure of the bank.

World's Title Passes in Remarkable 


Battle After an Unparalleled 


Exhibition of Stamina

Holding his hands out in front of him in the boxing pose that 


more than ten j ears of active work in the ring had taught him was 
the right way, and spreading his feet in such a manner that he 
would not fall down if he should miss a punch, Battling Nelson 
tried desperately to respond to the warning of the writer when in- 
formed that unless he was able to show some better evidence of 
strength than he had in the five rounds just past the uneven contest 
would be stopped. 


Xo one will ever know—not even Wolgast, any better, or for 


that matter as well as the writer, what that attempt meant, and 
what sort of courage it took to want to continue the battle of yes- 
terday. 
Tantalizes Champion 


Wolgast, flushed with the fruits of a victory that was soon to 


be his, danced nimbly about the ring with little care as to the condi- 
tion of his opponent and at the feeble attempts of fhe battered 
champion he smiled and stepped away. Once when he was pepper- 
ing the Great Dane with hjs rapid fire left hand he said, "This is 
just like punching the bag " 


It was a new thing for Nelson to have his opponents tantalizing 


him after the first twenty rounds had been fought, and it nettled 
him to such an extent that he gathered everything he had left m 
him and made a heroic effort to lay low the man who had the au- 
dacity to speak lightly of his prowess. That effort was the last one 
of the contest in which the Battler's tired muscles responded and 
it was but a feeble response, for, although he cuffed the strong 
young man from Cadillac about the ears, he was unable to knock 
.he smile from his face. 
. 


A Hero in Defeat 


In the accounting of a boxing contest it is generally the rule to 


laud the winner for his wonderful showing and tell of the new star 
from the first, but in' the passing of the little champion who lost 
yesterday it only seems fitting that his eulogy should be spoken 
before all else is told. Wolgast will reap the reward of victory, his 
hand will be shaken by the fickle thousands who will step aside from 
the worship of Battling Nelson to the new champion with little or 
no feeling m the matter, he will accumulate the fortune that comes 
to fighters who win championships, and his winning fight -needs 
no particular boosting, for the fact that he beat down the Durable 
Dane is sufficient proof to the people of this country that Wolgast 
is really a most( remarkable fellow. 
Wormwood His Portion 


For the little fellow who yesterday lost a championship that 


no fighter the world over ever fought harde^to acquire, however, 
the losing means much, for he must now step" down from the high 
position he has held in the world of pugilism and watch his ad- 
mirers flock to the other fellow. He must accept the humiliation of 


.defeat with good grace and he must become used to the jibes of 


fans and critics who have long-waited the chance to sting him. 
Nelson Gamest of All 


Of this little fellow who must row step aside for the younger 


man no more fitting tribute could be paid him than to say that the 
thrilling pages of pugilistic history fail to reveal the name of a man 
who possessed the combined qualifies of the passing champion. He 
has proven himself the gamest lightweight that ever pulled a glove 
over his hand, and not once has the finger of suspicion been pointed 
toward him. 


His great honesty was always a guarantee to the fans of a great 


fight. Battling Nelson may have struck some hard bargains with 
his opponents and he may have been justly criticised for it, but he 
tried hard to lead a clean, honest life and he'was a credit to the game. 


^ Never-to-Be-Forgottcn Battle

The contest of yesterday will live in the minds of those who 


witnessed it as long as life exists. It was a struggle between two 
of the sturdiest little fellows we have seen in the ring for many a 
year and the Battler, who through more than ten years of battling 
in the ring has had the snap and dash gradually drawn from him 
by long training and hard fights, had to give way to a man who 
had all the recuperative powers and stamina of the Nelson of years 
ago. To praise "Wolgast for the showing he made seems useless, for 
those who witnessed the contest of yesterday will sing his praise for 
^many years to come. 


folgast's AmazingCoolness 


1 must say, however, that m$r fifteen or sixteen years' association , 


with the men of the ring and a close observance of the battles held 
during that time fails to bring to mind a man who entered a ring 
with such deliberate coolness in a contest with a champion, and never 
i have I seen a man fight with such excellent judgment as that shown 
\y Wolgast. The story of how Wolgast fought Nelson yesterday 
was published in this paper a week ago, when we printed an inter- 
view with Wolgast in which he laid bare his plans for the winning 
of the fight. 


He fought just as he said he would, and no matter how fast the 


pace or how gruelling the milling he never once side-stepped the 
plans he had laid out for his battle with the champion. 
Expected Tiring Never Came 


\Volgast outfought, outboxed and outgeneraled the champion 


from the very first round, but the fans, with the experience of wit- 
nessing other fights in which the champion was outboxed, leaned 
back in their seats and waited for the time to come when Wolgast 
would tire and Nelson w ould come through with the dash that had 
carried his other opponents off their feet when they were tired. That 
rush never came, however, for Wolgast was not in the ring to fight 
himself out and he nursed his strength with the care of a mother 
taking care of a sick baby. 
Wolgast's Prediction Verified 


Wolgast said a week prior to the fight that he believed that 


Nelson had beaten most of his opponents by forcing them to fight 
themselves out trying to put him away, and at the same time he said 


""that he would beat Nelson at his own game by making him fight 


himself out trying- to win. This Wolgast did. He stepped about 
the ring with little care as to the number of rounds it took him to 
win. It was a most unusua.1 thing1 to see Nelson being outslugged 
in the close infighting, but it was the fact nevertheless. 
New Champion Versatile Puncher* 


V- olgast proved the most versatile puncher that the game has 


•j\er known and he poked the Battler from 'every angle that it is 
josiibl- o use the arms. At times the punches came so fast that 
Nelson 'ust stood and took them with both hands ready for a driving 
counter'should the opening present itself, but before tins could hap- 
pen Wolgast would either close m or would nimbly step away. In 
the stepping away .Wolgast did something no other opponent of

Nelson has ever done. Instead of walking backwards and tiring 
the mascles of the legs with this unnatural movement the Milwaukee 
fighter sidestepped and danced from side to side and with his fast 
foot work at times he completely dazzled the champion. 
Blows That Won the Titte 


Wolgast's most punishing blows were a right overhand swing 


and a right half uppercut. The straight left did its wrork of holding 
Nelson off, and it did it well. Just when Nelson would be setting 
himself for a dash at theJVfihvaukee fighter that straight left woultl 
shoot out from most any position with the quickness of a snake's 
tongue and the direction of a sharpshooter's rifle ball. The r:s;ht 
half uppercut was the same punch with which George Dixon laid 
low so many aspiring young fighters, and it was the punch that 
proved the undoing of Abe Willis, the best featherweight Australia 
ever sent to this country. 
Master of the Uppercut 


Wolgast is a master of this punch and few fighters know how to 


use it. When an opponent is coming in the punch is started as if it 
is going to the pit of the stomach, and sure enough if the guard is 
not dropped to block it that is where it finds its resting place 
If, 


however, the opponent di ops his guard and leans forward to prevent 
if landing in the midsection the direction is quickly changed upper- 
ward to the jaw and with surprising frequency it lands flush under 
the chin with a jarring effect from which it is hard to recover. 
Sangfroid of the Challenger 


When the men entered the ring yesterday Wolgast entered with 


his manager, Tom Jones, several miflutes prior to Nelson's appear- 
ance. That Wolgast was cool was best proven by the manner in 
which he awaited the coming of the champion. Wolgast was fa\ 
and away the cooler of the two, manager and fighter, and when 
Nelson finally did enter the ring on the shoulders of his faithful 
trainer, Abdul the Turk, Wolgast coolly turned to friends at the 
ring side and said • "They have carried him into the ring and they 
will have to carry him out again." 
Both Men Calm Before Camera 


When the men posed for the camera both were calm and col- 


lected and int would have been a hard thing to say which of the two 
was the mot>t confident. Nelson paid little attention to the coolness 
of his opponent and no doubt started the contest with the same feel- 
ing that he expressed all through his training, that he would give 
Wolgast the beating of his life. 


When the bell for the first round rang it found both men stand- 


ing at different sections of the ring ready for a, rush. It was only a 
bluff on the part of Wolgast, however, for as soon as Nelson turned 
and started toward him he backed to the ropes ajid allowed Nelson 
to punch without fear of a return. 
German Tries Out Nelson 


Wolgast seemed anxious to try the hitting ability of his oppo- 


nent, for he deliberately held his head still, with his guard low and 
allowed the Battler to poke at him. With a quickness that startled 
the fans Wolgast opened up all of a sudden, and right then the lad 
from Cadillac proved that he was a faster infighter than Nelson, and 
for the first time in the local fans' experience they saw Nelson forced 
to give ground. From then on Wolgast fought with great judgment, 
boxing at times, resting when necessary and outslugging the cham- 
pion whenever the right opportunity presented itself. 
Dane Did Not Falter 


Nelson fought just one way. He never faltered in his aggressive- 


ness, and at times when he wras almost blinded from punishment 
he simply fell into the arms of his opponent and kept up an Incessant 
jabbing for the body of the stronger man. 


One round was a repetition of the other, with Wolgast having 


the better of most every rdund from the first to the twentieth. Then 
Nelson took on a little steam and as he neared the twenty-third 
round, the number he has always believed was his lucky one, he 
tried hard to get his man ready for a finishing blow. 
Wolgast's One Bad Round 


In the twenty-second round Nelson landed a long right swing 


to the jaw of Wolgast and the Milwaukee lad tried to close in and 
hold. Just as he stepped in Nelson shot another right to the jaw 
and Wolgast went to his knees. In the inward rush he had caught 
hold of Nelson around the waist, however, and he immediately 
pulled himself up to a standing position and tried to clinch. When 
the inen were parted Wolgast was so dizzy that he could hardly

Wol- 
gast came back string in the next round, but ha*,was undet instruc- 
tiors to let his man tic;hf himself out and h<- 'K1 so with great judg- 
ment. It-was the last ehance for Nelson, for in a very few rounds I 
he had passed the limit of human endurance and was fighting on a j 
grit that no other fighter 'he ring has ever known possessed. 
' 


Champion Becomes Helpless 


From the thirtieth round to the final one Wolgast danced about 


his opponent with the greatest of case and Nelson" could do nothing 
but take the beating and land an occasional swinging punch behind 
which there was little or no force. Wolgast obeyed the repeated 
warnings from his corner to'not take any unnecessary chances and 
the battle lost all semblance of a contest. It was from then on only 
a matter of how much Nelson could stand. 
Tired Battler Seems Amazed 


At the end of each round Nelson and Wolgast had to be broken 


away by the writer, through the fact that Nelson could not hear the 
kittle tin bell that had been provided and each time he would stand 
for a second or so and l^ok at his strong opponent, and then he 
would start for his corner. It has always been.a custom for Nelson 
to run to his corner at the end of every roun<*, and during the last 
rounds of yesterday's contest when he was so tired that he "could not 
start a run be would thrqw himself forward in such a position that 
when he lost his balance his tired legs would have to jog along at a 
rapid rate to keep him from falling. 
Referee Decides to Interfere 


At the end of the Thirty-eighth round the writer had made up 


his mind that the affair had gone far enough and that Nelson had 
no possible chVice to win. He did not even have the change of 
winning on a foul, for Wolgast, with victory close-clutched in his 
hands, fought an exceedingly cautious battle. I then went to Nel- 
son's manager, Jack Robinson, and advised that he throw up the 
sponge. He replied he would do so if Nelson could not show better 
in a round or two. At the end of the thirty-ninth I asked Nelson to 
stop, but the' game little fellow tried hard to wave his tired arms 
and protested by repeating, "No, no, no," in a faint manner. 
Mercy Prompted Action 


I then cautioned him that he would have to prove to me that 


he had the strength to continue, and when lie failed to do this in the 
fortieth round and was being slowly beaten down by a very patient 
assassin, I stopped the contest and saved the gamest man that ever 
pulled a glove on his hand fiom being knocked out and perhaps 
seriously injured, or from five rounds more of a beating that his 
wonderful grit and pride did not deserve. With the decision of yes- 
terday the championship changes hands. 'Nelson loses to a stronger 
and younger man, who is really a wonderful fighter and who will 
prove a credit to the game. I am sure.
